Washington, Jan. 22. — Tho President 
transmitted to Congress to-day some addi- 
tional Hawaiian correspondence, but it was 
not of a sensational character. Minister 
Willis, under dato of January 0, reports the 
resignation of Vice-President Hatch, under 
tho necessity of going beyond tho limits of 
tho country. 

Under tho same dato ho says : "I sond 
herewith tho petition of tho 1 lieu Aloha 
Aina,' u Hawaiian patriotic league, an asso- 
ciation which claims to represent over 
9,000 legal voters. Tho petition was 
brought hero last night by Hon. James 
Cumming*, tho honorary president of tlio 
association, and Mr. A. Marques, member 
of its oxecutivo council, who stated that 
thoy were a coinmitteo for that purpose." 
This memorial, which is addressed to Piesi- 
dent Cleveland, starts out by saying : 

" Tho Hawaiian people are moved with 
tho tleepeit conoenj in view of the delayed 
and uncertain condition of affairs in Hawaii, 
and also to the aotivo hostility that seems to 
havo nuddenly developed in tho United 
States against tho policy of Your Excel- 
lency and tho American administration con- 
orning our unhappy little country and tho 
just restoration of our national monarchy." 

It then " reproaches tho newspapers of 
America for their unchivalroua and untruth- 
ful abuao of our Queon." 

It assorts that through Minister Stevena' 
conspiracy tho Hawaiian peoplo havo 
been deprived of their political rights; 
that tho inhabitants of Hawaii are 
now living under an arbitrary rule; 
that tho peoplo havo lost all confi- 
dence in tho administration of justice, as 
tho Supreme court is now filled with ad- 
venturers j that tho funds havo been squan- 
dered for tho maintenance of an unneces- 
sary largo army composed of alions ; 
thrt all tho nativo and foreign 
royaliBta have been disarmed ; that 
foreign cluba and loagues, composed 
mostly of Germans, Portuguoso and Scan- 
dinavians, have been called into existence 
for tho aupport of tho revolutionary govern- 
ment, and that these clubs havo threatened 
murdor, violence and depredations against 
those not in sympathy with them. 

The memorialists Bay that though tho 
principlo of monarchical government may 
may be distasteful to tho democracy of 
America, it is tho chosen and preferred 
form of tho Hawaiian peoplo. Therefore they 
say in conclusion : " Wo now pray tho 
God of a common faith that right, justice 
and honor may prevail in Hawaii, our homo 
and "country, and that wo may bo again 
allowed to enjoy the blessings of an 
independent autonomy and the constitu- 
tional regime which wbb so infamously Bub- 
vortod on tho 17th day of January last. 
This is signed by T. A. Cummings, honorary 
president ; Jose F. Nawahi, preeident, and 
sevonteen others, inoluding John E. Bush." 



DISTURBED ITALY- 

Meeting of the Chamber Postponed Till Feb- 
ruary for Special Reasons. 

ROME, Jan. 22. — Tho Ministers decided 
to-day to postpone until Fohruary 20 the 
meeting of the Chamber, because tho finan- 
cial programme was far from complete, aud 
and also becauso tho Government fear tho 
effect, of tho Parliamentary dobatea upon 
tho troubled districts. Socialists and Radi- 
cal deputieawouldeurely persistin discussing 
at length thejdisturbance of Ituly and Sicily 
nud their criticisms of tho Government, it 
was feared, would incite the peoplo to fresh 
outbreaks. By February 20, however, tho 
miuistcra expect that tho pacification of tho 
disaffected towns will be complete. The 
Bishop of Massa has issued a pastoral lotter, 
instructing tho clergy of Ilia diocese to im- 
drees upon the people tho obligation to re- 
sist Anarchist agitation and preaervo*order. 



BEHRING SEA ALLOWANCES. 

The Payments to the U. S. Behrlng Setv Com- 
mission Declared Illegal. 

Washington, Jan. 22. — Comptroller Boi- 
ler, of tho treasury department, has rond- 
ercd a decision which makes illegal 
tho daily allowances to Senator Morgan, 
Justico Harlan and other members and 
attaches of the lata Behring Sea com- 
mission. Tho daily allowances of tho 
soverul members of tho staff, ranging 
from $10 to $20 were p tid by Paymaster 
Halford as thoy required tho money, and 
the accounts were closed two or three 
months ueo and submitted to tho secretary of 
State, according to custom. They woro 
then forwarded to tho Treasury, whero 
they aro now being examined by tho ac- 
counting ollicora in tho regular way. 



II. S. Income Tax, 

Washington, Jan. 22.— The Income Tax 
bill npprovod by tho Ways and Means com- 
mittee, provides a tax of 2 per cent, upon all 
incomos of citizens of tho UnitedStates abovo 
$4,000. It goes into effect January 1, 1895. 

In addition to tho $4,000 exemption all 
national, state and county taxes paid with 
in a year shall bo doduotod from the profits 
of tho person who has actually paid thorn, 
also losaes sustained during tlio year from 
fires, shipwrecks and other causes not 
coverod by insurunco and compensated for, 
and also for worthless debts,

IMPERIAL DEFENCE. 

Hr. Balfour Urges the Government to set 
Their Military and Naval Defences 
In Perfect Order. 

London, Jan. 22.— Hon. Arthur J. Bal- 
four, leader of tho Uaionista in tho House 
of Commons, spoko at length, thia evening, 
before a meeting in Manchester on tho aub- 
ject of imperiul defence. This subject, ho 
said, was at present of paramount interest. 
Any nation or combination oi nations which 
was ablo to wrest from Great Britain her 
supremacy of the seas oould bring her to 
her knees without landing a single soldier 
on English soil. Ho did not believo any 
government was justifiod in expecting 
a long era of peaco. Tho French and Rus- 
sian governments woro pushing forward 
with all speed tho work in their dockyards. 
Certain movements of late years in Asia 
were only too obviously directed against 
England. While thoro were indications that 
Franco and Russia woie earnestly bent 
upon peace, their main arrangements evid- 
ently were prompted by tho assumption 
of conflict with England sooner or 
later, singly or combined. Ho believed 
that tho English peoplo were amicably 
disposed towurd France, but he mustudmit, 
with tho deepest regret, the conviction that 
tho French were hostile to England. Fin- 
ally Mr. Balfour appealed to the electors to 
influence their representatives in Parlia- 
ment by all possible meana to assist in 
quickly and effectively strengthening the 
countrj's defences. Ho could pledge tho 
Opposition, he aaid, to co-operato cordially 
with tho Government iu its every effort to 
increase England's Navy and land military 
power.

Washington, Jan. 22.— Senor Romero, 
tho Mexicun Minister, has received tho fol- 
lowing cablegram from President Diaz, 
datod Januury 22, at tho City of 
Mexico ; " Colonel Lusano Ortiz, of tho 
Federal Army telegraphed to mo yesterday 
from Arroyo del Manzino, Chihuahua, as 
follows: "I overtook, at 4 o'clock, a.m., 
Lujano's band nnd defeated them 
after fighting. All their horBes, sad- 
dles and ammunition are in my possession. 
Thoy lost twenty-six killed, and among 
thorn Lujano, thoir leader. At the beginning 
of tho engagement, Ochoa escaped with three 
men. The Federal troops and the armed 
citizens accompanying us are pursuing the 
flying enemy."

Ayres. 

Bhknos Ayres, Jan. 22 —Tho Argentine 
Times says that Jabez Spencer Balfour, who 
is wanted in England for tho part he took 
in bringing about the collapse of tho Lib- 
orator Building Society and Beveral other 
societies of that class, bus been arrested at 
Sulfa, capital of tho province of that name, 
tho northernmost provinco of tho Argentine 
Republic. Ho will bo taken to England on 
a Bteamor sailing from Buenos Ayres on 
Saturday next.

boat. When Capt. Bangs wont to claim his 
insurance from tho Fireman's Fund Insur- 
ance Co., Insurance Detective McCarthy be- 
came ouspioious, und by hiding a Bpy in a 
room in whioh Hoay and Bangs wero after- 
wards left to oonvorso togothor, tho truo 
story came out. Bangs was irr.:r"!c'.!? J toly 
arrested and made a full confession, exoner- 
ating his partner Knoff from any partici- 
pation in or knowledgo of tho orimo. Tho 
Parker was worth £2,000,

Reported Arrangement of tho Canadian Rond 
to Enter Seattle. 

Seattle, Jan. 20.— The rumored Great 
Northern-Canadian Pacific traffic arrange- 
ment waa tho only question of interest in 
railroad offices yesterday in this city. 
The dispatche8 from Chicago announc- 
ing tho same wero evidently mis- 
loading, as tho agreement aa they 
stated was that tho Canadian should uso 
the Great Northern's road "into Whatcom," 
when it probably meant and could only 
mean "into Seattle," The Canadian Pacific 
has a road of its own into Whatcom, and 
wero it to uso tho Groat Northern tracka 
from tho north into that city, would havo 
to ferry across tho Fraser river. Tho only 
conclusion that can bo arrived at ia that tho 
arrangement is for tho line between What- 
com, present end of tho Canadian Pacific 
trucks, and Seattlo. 

Whas adds color to thia conclusion is tho 
recent breaking off of negotiations between 
the Canadian Pacific and tho Seattle, Lake 
Shore & Eastern, whereby tho formor road 
was to reach this city over tho Lake Shore 
t r acks. Tho Canadian Pacific was tho road 
that withdrew from the negotiations, assert- 
ing that tho receiver of tho other road 
ouuld only give sanction to a contract for 
tho timo ho waa receiver and tho receiver* 
ship might terminate tft any time. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Market at the Opening a Disappointment to 
the " Bulls "—Subsequent Advances. 

New Vouk, Jan. 22. — Tho course of the 
market at the opening of the Stock Ex- 
change to-day was a disappointment to tho 
" bulls," who wore looking for higher prices 
on tho heavy subscriptions for the new gov- 
ernment loan and last week's enormous gain 
in tho bank resorvo. London did not 
respond to Saturday'u rise iu tho local mar- 
ket, and, in fact, cables wero lower all 
round. The weukneE3 abroad was due to 
tho drop in silver und the fear of 
complications growing out of tho Indian 
council's action of last week. Tho foreign- 
ers sold LouiBvillo & Nashville, Union Pa- 
cific, Atchison k St. Paul. This, together 
with a break in American sugar from 82J to 
SO.} for tho common and from 8P,' to S3\ for 
preferred, upset calculations for u timo. 
When tho pressure against sugar was 
lifted and the Loudon aclling abated, the 
whole liat atarted up and a sharp riae on- 
sued. Tho general liat soon cut away from 
Americun sugar and advanced sharply, tho 
Grangers showing the greatest strength. 
St. Paul moved toGOj;, Northwest to 1041, 
Rock Island to GSj, and Burlington & 
Quincy to 77-V. The December statement 
of Northwest, showing that tho gross 
loss for tho month was considerably bolow 
tho previous estimates made by atock ex- 
change operatora had great effect on tho 
stock, and incidentally on tho other 
grangers. Other strong stocks were New 
England, Chicago Gas and tho Vanderbilts. 
The debato in Congress ovor tho augar 
Bchodulo had a tendency to ohock buaineBB 
at the board during the afternoon, 
and alBO led to a Blightly lower range 
of prices owing to sales by holders who 
wero disposed to take tho worst possible 
viow of tho Congressional action in the mat- 
tor. When sugar rallied to 81 1 in tho last 
hour of business, the other lines improved 
and loft off tolerably firm, tho not chango 
for tho day ahowiog | to Ik percent, gains 
except for Louisville & Nashville, Missouri 
Pacific, Reading and Union Pacific, which 
lout i to ^ per cent.

Annual Meeting* ol the British Columbia 
Benevolent Society— Tlie Presi- 
dent's Report. 

The Condition of Victoria's Unemployed 
—An Appeal to the 
Charitable. 



The annual general meeting of the B. C. 
Bonevolont Society was held yesterday after- 
noon at the 1'ioaoor hall, Broad Btreefc, the 
following gentlemen being in attendance : 
T. J. liurnos, president ; Alexander Wilson, 
G. Doughty, G. H. Munro, Allan Graham, 
S. Reid, G. H. Brown, Capt. J. D. Warren, 
the Bishop of Columbia, F. H. Worlock, 
Herbert Cuthbert, Willium Stephenson, 
Munroe Miller, L. Dickenson, J. F. Fell 
and Beaumont Bogga. 

President Burni a'_roport for thoyear 1893, 
which was adopted as read, was as follows : 

" Ladies and Gentlemen : 

" The British Columbia Bonovolent So- 
ciety has now entered on its twenty-third 
year, and I have once moro the pleasure of 
meeting you ut our annual meoting. Tho 
wave of depression which has swept over 
the whole world has not left us out here, 
und whilo many who were comfortably well 
off but a year or two ago are now in veiy 
straightened circumstances, the distress ul 
thoBe in our midst who have been caught in 
poor circumstances has been very great. 

"Statistics aro to bo found in the books of 
tho seeretary-treaaurer of tho number of 
people and families who have obtained relief 
— 4o2. Orders have been given for all kinds 
of necessaries, including clothos, bedding, 
groceries, butcher's meut, wood and coal, 
medicine, milk, medical comforts, etc., etc ; 
also passages to various places. 

"As you will see by tho financial state- 
ment of the secretary-treasurer, the sum ex- 
pended for relief for tho year 1893 is 
$1,759.42, being §524 27 in excess of tho 
previous year ; the subscriptions and dona- 
tions have amounted to §1,177.00, including 
§150 received from ex-Major Beaven and tho 
corporation. With tho exception of two 
small sums amounting together to §16 25, 
and tho bank interest on money not in ubo 
for the time being, thoro haB been no other 
source of revenue. The balance loft '- 
S7G9 52. 

" Considering the very largo amount of 
work that has required attention in inquir 
ing into the numerous cases and listening to 
applicants for reliof— each with a more or 
less long and sad story to toll — tho expenses 
havo been as light as it was possible to make 
them. I am sure that you will join me in 
expressing our grateful appreciation to the 
secretary-treasurer for the time ho has given 
and the trouble ho has taken during these 
trying timeB, more especially within tho 
last few months. 

" The number of distressed people, princi- 
pally unemployed men seeking work, who 
have applied to tho secretary at his office 
during the last week or two alone, havo 
ombr.-ced in their ranks painters, plasterers, 
clerks, laborers and one druggist. Very 
many of these peopio appear to have come 
to Victoria seeking a livelihood, from either 
the Amorican side of the Sound country or 
the Mainland of Britiah Columbia. Some 
are married, but the moat of then - ; single. I 
am of the opinion that it has become abso- 
lutely necessary that the attention of the 
Government should be directed to tho 
subject at once, before we shall bo 
without the meana to copo with it. For it 
is but too fully apparent that tho aubacrip 
tions we receive from only a few of the 
public are not enough to meet tho required 
help to our resident poor, far lesB to the 
destitute and unemployed coming hero from 
other places, some of them absolutely starv- 
ing. I need not say that if tho Society is to 
keep up that reputation for usefulness 
which it haa eDjoyed for the last 22 years, 
the utmost efforts of those interested in its 
welfare and tho benevolent purposes which 
it is its object to carry out, must bo put for- 
ward to increase and establish ita financial 
strength. 

"Still we have withal need to bo thankful 
for tho kindly aid wo have received from 
many ladieB and gentlemen during tho past 
year, ono of the most substantial examples 
of which was the contribution collected und 
sent to us for distribution by tho acholara 
of the free public bcIiooIb, an assist- 
ance which we cannot too greatly expresa 
our appreciation of. 

" While we are deeply thankful to tho 
ladies und gentlemen who during tho past 
year endeavored to help us by getting 
up benefit entertainments, which for 
somo unuccountublo reason did not meet 
with financial success, we cannot help feel- 
ing much astonishment and regret that in 
view, not only of the excellence of these en- 
tortuinments, but of the laudable and 
worthy object for which they were present- 
ed, they wero entirely ignored by the great 
n:uj rity of the commuui 1 y. I have much 
plen-uii, in returning ihe wuriiiest thanks of 
the society to all who have in any way con- 
tributed to help us, end to tho several 
Steamboat and railway companies, their 
agents, officers and employes, for their 
valuable courtesies and attentions. 

" In conclusion I havo to thank the Vice- 
President, members of the Beliof committee 
and Secretary-Treasurer, for their valuable 
and courteous assistance, 1 sincerely hope 
that tho new year, upon which wo have juat 
entered, will bring us a revival of better 
times and prosperity."

By tho arrival of the stoamor Mystery 
from Clayoquot yesterday morning tho lirat 
intimation waa received of the destruction 
wrought by last weok'a aovore galeB. Capt. 
Andoraon, who, owing to illness, left the 
Mystery yesterday to enter a hospital, says 
that on leaving hero Friday ovoning with 
supplies for tho store and fishermen at Clay- 
oquot, ho ran into a blinding anowatorm in 
tho Si raits, which forced him to put into 
Port San Juan for shelter and romain there 
until the following afternoon. On reaching 
Clayoquot ho spoko the schoonois Sapphiro 
and Triumph, waiting for their Indian 
hunters whom they expected to socuro this 
week. While there Capt. Anderson was in- 
formed by the IndianB that a largo bark had 
beou driven into Barclay Sound by one of 
the recent gales and wrecked. This informa- 
tion caused him on his return to steam aa 
close in to tho Sound aa possible, hut with- 
out seeing anything in the Bhapn of a wreck. 
If there is such a thing in tho Sound ho 
thinks it very far up towards Alherni. He 
reports tho weather on tho coaBt as having 
beon very rough for Bomo time, and the In- 
dians have loat many oanoeB, and-jn some 
inatancea their dwelling houses, by the re- 
cent gales.

THE "MISCHIEF" ALL RIGHT. 
The news that a letter was received yes- 
terday from one of the passengera, who left 
hero about threo wceka ago on the steam 
schooner Mischief for the West Coast, will 
do doubt be welcome information to thoao 
interested. Considerably anxiety aa to the 
vessel's safety wub beginning to bo felt here, 
particularly by the wives and families of the 
various members of the crew, aa nothing, 
prior to the lotter referred to, had been 
beard of the schooner Binco her departure 
from this city. The letter atatea that tho 
vessel will probably circumnavigate Vancou- 
ver Island and will be absent for somo time 
yet.

THE DEI] ATE ON THE ADDRESS. 

Tho address in reply to the Governor's 
speech was moved by Mr. Martin and sec 
ouded by Mr. Eberta. Mr. Martin's speech 
was short but to the purpose, and Mr 
EbBrtV exposition of tho policy of tho Gov 
ornment was clear and comprehensive 
Mr. Heaven's Bpeoch was a running com 
ment on tho topics treated of in the speech 
It was not delivered in his happiest voiu. 
In faot for an Opposition speech truth com- 
pels us to Bay it wos both dry 
and dull. It is surprising that o 
man of Mr. Beaven'a intelligence and par 
liamentary experience would attempt a 
criticism cf tho Government's policy at a 
time when enoh criticism must necessarily 
be both superficial »nd fragmentary. Tho 
Leader of the Opposition no doubt know that 
near'y everything ho Baid will have to be 
said over und over again during tho session 
withmoro orlessof amplification. This being 
tho case, would it not have been far bettor 
for him to have reserved what 
he had to say on the several 
subjects mentioned in tho Speech uutil thoso 
subjects come to bo considered separately by 
the House, It seems to us that time would 
bo saved and the future proceedings of tho 
House would have been made more lively 
and more interesting, if the Leader of tho 
Opposition had allowed the address to 
piss within a few minutes after tho 
mover and seconder had finished their 
speeches Long debates on tho address 
have gone out of fashion in other 
Legislatures, and no intorest would Buffer if 
they were discontinued in tho Legislative 
Assembly of thiB Province. 

Mr. Boaven's speech rendered ono from 
the Minister of Finance uecesBary. He re- 
plied to the criticisms of the Leader of the 
Opposition clearly und convincingly, and in 
the pleasant and kindly manner for which 
he iB remarkable. 

Mr. Cotton had tho bad tasto to alludo to 
matters that aro not touched upon in the 
Speech, but which he must have known would 
have provoked a reply. His allusionB to 
what members of the Government did dur- 
ing tho recess were singularly ill-timed and 
his complaints of tho treatment ho had 
ceived at the hands of the Premier in his 
progress through tho couutry were almost 
childish, particularly as he had to admit 
that Mr. Davio did not attack hia personal 
charucter but criticised hia public acts. It 
is hard to seo what Mr. Cotton or any other 
member of the Opposition expects to gain 
by fighting tho battles of Cariboo and the 
New Westminster District over again, 
Tho Premier exposed tho absurdity of Mr 
Cotton's complaint, and, as tho readers of 
our parliamentary roport will seo, mado a 
vigorous defence of the general policy of the 
Government. Mr. Brown evidontly in- 
tended to pitch into tho Government in his 
peculiar stylo, but luckily before ho had got 
well under way it was six o'clock, aDd the 
House was apared an infliction which 
promised to bo aa tireaomo as it was 
irrelevant. 



THE TARIFF FOR REVENUE. 

Wo trust that tho Lihorals of Canada aro 
closely observing tho efforts of tho Domo- 
cratio party of tho United States to carry 
through tho Legislature a tariff for rovonuo 
only. They cannot fail to see that this 
tariff for rovonuo is highly protective. Tho 
additions to tho froo list, though apparently 
in the direction of free trado aro, in their 
nature, protootivo. Most, if not all, tho ono 
hundred and thirty-one artiolea addod to the 
freo list aro raw materials of manufacture. 
A little reiloction shows that one of the 
best, if not tho very boBt, ways of fostering 
a homo industry is to pormit its 
raw material to enter tho country 
freo of duty. Consequently tho freo 
list of tho Wilaou tariff is to a high degree 
protootivo. Tho duties on many manufac- 
tured commodities are higher than thoso of 
tho Dominion tariff, of whioh so many com- 
plaints aro mado. Agricultural machinery 
is placed on tho freo list on tho samo princi- 



ple as wool and coal are. Tho maohtnory 
which tho farmer is compelled to uoe in or- 
der to raise a paying crop in these days of 
low prices for farm produce, ia as muoh a 
raw material of hia industry as wool is to 
tho manufacturer of t weeds, and coal to all 
othor manufacturer. Tho American farmer 
has a right to free agricultural machinery on 
tho samo principlo as tho miner of British 
Columbia has a right to freo mining machin- 
ery. To allow him to get tho tools of hia 
trade whero thoy oan bo had beat 
and cheapoat is the only way in which the 
Government can fo8ter tho minor's industry. 
Ho pays his share towards the protection 
of all tho protected industries, and it ia 
nothing but fair that ho should be protected 
in tho only way in which protection can bo 
extended to him, particularly when that 
protection will not add u feather's weight to 
any producer's or non-producer's burden. 
It is seen, too, that this Amorican tariff 
for revenue, protective though it bo, will 
not answer tho purpose for which it was 
framed. It will not produce nearly 
revenuo enough to moot the require- 
ments of tho Government, and Con- 
gross is consequently required to supple- 
ment it with a direct tax ou incomes. Wo 
trust that Canadian Liberals will profit by 
tho object lesson whioh tho Democratic 
party is giving them as well as oil otherB 
who have boiiso enough to bo taught by it. 

NOT SO VERY DISASTROUS. 

There aro some parsons in Canada who 
seem to tako a delight in 'magnifying any 
depression in business that there may bo iu 
the Mother Country, and any decrease iu 
hor trado or her revenuo. Great Britain bo- 
ing tho leading commercial country of the 
world has felt tho prevailing depression 
severely, no doubt, and there wore last year 
serioua strikes in England which aggravated 
tho ovil effects of tho general business stag- 
nature very materially. Tho mischief which 
tho groat coal Btriko did to tho busi- 
ness of tho country can hardly bo overesti- 
mated. But notwithstanding tho strikes 
and tho genoral trade doprossion, 
tho failures in tho Uuitod King- 
dom were nothing like bo many com- 
pared with othor years as thoy wore in tho 
United States. It will be remembered 
what u craah there was last year among the 
banks of that country. Ovor ita whole ox- 
tent from the Atlantic to the Pucifio and 
from Maine to Texas hanks were tottering 
and falling. In the whole of England, Ire- 
land, Scotland and Wales there were last 
year only four bank failures. Tho number 
of failures of all kinds was 5,922, only 282 
more than there woro the year previous. 
The failures in the United Kingdom for tho 
last fivo years were : 

18S9 5,059 

1890 5,121 

1891 5,200 

1892 5,040 

1893 5,922 

It will bo seen from this that laBt year 
compared with former years was not, ufter 
all, so very disastrous to Great Britain's 
business. 

THE WORLD'S GOLD SUPPLY. 

There aro Bomo who fear that tho gold 
supply of tho world will soon " poter out." 
They affirm that California and Australia 
have seen their best days as gold producing 
countries, and that all tho othor regions in 
which gold ia found will bo aoon in tho 
Baine condition. But do these people know 
how much gold thero ia in tho world ? 
Diacoverie8 of rich gold-hearing leadB in 
differont parts of tho world havo been lately 
made, and prospecting ia still going on 
as actively as over. Who, for instance, 
will be rash enough to sot a limit to tho 
gold-bearing capacity of thia Province? 
Thero ia good reaBon to believe that 
ita storea of treasure have, as yet, 
hardly been touched. South Africa 
but the other day, bo to speak, was 
not thought of as a sourco of gold supply, 
To-day tho richest gold mines in the world 
aro found in South Africa, and tho prospec 
tors of Mashonaland hopo and believe that 
an inexhaustible store of gold is hidden in 
tho hills of that unoxplored country. 

Tho gold fields of Johannesburg havo 
already yielded largo additions to tho world's 
supply of gold. So late as November of last 
year they yieldod 183,000 ounces, and tho 
total valuo of the gold extracted from the 
Main Roof during tho year 1893 may bo ap- 
proximately estimated at not far short ot 
5110,000,000. 

Tho Main Reef ahovo alluded to " has 
been proved to extond to a distanco ot 
fully thirty miles on each aide of Johannes 
burg, which ia thus contrally situated 
on tho richest and boat developed gold fields 
in South Africa." It is cxpeoted that tho 
monthly output will thia year bo not Icbs 
than 200,000 ouncoa. When it is known 
that tho reef has been tested ut 2,000 foot 
bolow tho Burface, und at that great depth 
it was found fully to maintain its surface 
broadth and showed free gold in great 
aljundanoo, tho expectations of tho miners 
will not bo regarded aa inordinato nor thoir 
calculations absurd. So strong ia the faith 
of thoao who know tho country in tho rioh 
ness and workability of tho Main Roof, that 
deep-lovel properties aro a favorito invest 
mont with speculators with long ptiraoa, who 
oan afford to wait for their monoy. 

Tho city of Johannesburg, which issituut 
ed in this groat gold field, hua sprung up aa 
if by magic, and has already a population of 
twenty thouBand, who posaeas all tho luxur 
ioa, oonvonioncos and appliances of modern 
civilization. 

It is vory evident that aa long as thoro 
aro gold Golds capahlo of yielding 200,000 
ounces a month, thero is no fear of tho 
world's supply of gold running short. What 
Munhonalaud'a contribution to that supply 
will bo is as yet unknown. Tho minos that 
woro worked by tho Queen of Shoba aro 
supposed to bo in that country. Prospootora 
find vory anoient workings among the hills, 
and it ia cortain that tho native inhabitanta 



have done vory littlo gold mining. What 
they wanted was iron. Thoy mined that 
and worked it very ingeniously, but they 
oared nothing for tho gold with whioh their 
oountry aboundB. Tho mining of which 
tracca are found must have boon dono by 
somo othor raco. 

Who knowa whether tho gold fielda of 
Mashonaland nro not quite as rich us thoBO 
of tho fruo Bopublio east of it V If it is, no 
one, for tho next hundred years or ao, will 
bo so foolish aa to assort that there will be 
any suffering or inconvenience in tho world 
for tho waut of the most procioua of motala. 

THE TURN OF THE TIDE. 

Bradstreet'd, whose business it ia to keep 
a closo watch on tho world of businisa, is of 
opinion that tho " tido " in tho United 
States "hna turned." It gives its reasons 
for concluding that tho country has seen tho 
worst of tho doprossion, and that business 
ia alreudy on tho upward grado. It says : 
Tho recent ineroaso in tho produotion of 
pig iron, coupled with tho somewhat sur- 
prising but none tho lets evidont preponder- 
ance of tho number of gonoral industrial 
establishments whioh aro starting up work 
from week to week as compared with tho 
number which aro shutting down, has given 
strength and currency to the belief that wo 
have practically passed low-water mark in 
the reaction from tho aotivity and full vol- 
umo of trade observed a yoar or more ago. 

Brudstreet'a ia very far from being blind 
to tho fact that thoro aro indications which 
point to u very different conclusion. Thia 
ia what it says of them : — 

It remains true, of course, tho prices for 
most staples are still vory low, in most lines 
as low as tho lowest ; that thousands on 
tbous'.nds of willing workers are still un- 
able to get work ; that fires in thousands of 
shops and factories api out or burning low ; 
that, measures to relievo starvation and want 
aro quite as necessary now at many centres 
aa a month ago ; that leading jobbers and 
manufacturers do not find orders for spring 
delivery flowing in, or ovou to ho obtained 
for the asking, to nearly the extent believed 
liko'y u month or two ago; aud last, whether 
least or not, an alleged primary cause of 
continued check to, if not prostration of 
industrial aotivity— impending tariff changes 
following hard upon a prolonged period of 
panic and business disaster — iiko tho poor 
who are ever with us, continues to exercise 
such influence, whether for good or for evil, 
as it may. 

But in spite of theso had eigne and unto- 
ward circumstances thoro is sufficient en- 
couragement to load men of experience, who 
aro by no means too sanguine to believe 
that the hard times havo departed or are 
ou tho ovo of departure. Bradstreot'a ia 
not alone in this conclusion. It gives ita 
readcra tho opinion of baukera, who aro 
generally the first to detect tho advent of 
Berious changea in business either for the 
hotter or tho worse. Hero is tho testimony 
of three such witnesses : 

Mr. David Ledwith, comptroller of the 
Emigrant Industrial Savings Bank, said : 
" Unquestionably we aro on the up-grade. 
Ab far back aa tho middlo of December 
aigus of a rapid and heavy roturn of do- 
posits became noticeable. Our deposits 
exceeded our payments during December 
by about 7 per cent. So far in January 
depnaitB are much ahead of payments, not- 
withstanding largo withdrawals. Tho state- 
ment of the Emigrant Industrial SaviugB 
Bank deposits on January 1 showed a total 
duo depositors of approximately $42,000,000. 
A year ago thoro was duo depositors $43,- 
200,000. We havo not yet gotten back all 
wo paid out last summer, but when you con- 
sider that withdrawals from this bank dur- 
ing last year's panto were over $5,000,000, 
you can see that we have got back the 
larger part of it. I think tho influence of 
the present hard times is traceable in the 
numbor of withdrawals of small stitna ap- 
parently used to tido depositors over tho 
present tlepreseion. With large and small 
depositors alike, however, tho sums usked 
for are uniformly small. I look for our 
own, and in fact all savings banks, to have 
gotten back all of last summer's withdrawals 
beforo next July." You will notico that 
thia bank deolared a 4 per cent, dividend to 
its depositors January 1. Wo think thia 
action speaks for itself when the question of 
roturuing confidence in savings banks is con- 
sidered. 

A representative of another Bavinga bank 
which probably has the largest numbor of 
depositors of any institution in Now York 
city so ys that he has noticed a tendency to 
an increase in deposits. This period of the 
year usually witnesses heavy withdrawals, 
due largely to interest puymonts. So far 
in Junuary tho withdrawals uppeur smaller 
than usual, and are certainly far below ex 
pectationa. December withdrawals were 
also smaller than expected. Tho bank in 
question has gotten back somo of tho monoy 
withdrawn in tho panic last summer, but 
how much he does not state. Tho tendency, 
however, ia toward enlarged doposita. 

When tho uncertainty aa regurds the tariff 
is over, and when business men know what 
to expect as far us dutiea are concorned, it ia 
but reasonable toconcludo that tho brighten 
ing prospect will become brighter still. At 
any rato, when tho leading financiul paper 
of tho United Statos und cautious and con 
servativo businoss man declare that tho "tido 
has turned," thoso who havo fower oppor 
tuuities of observation and loss experience, 
aro warrantod in bolioving that tho good 
times aro coming if thoy wuit a little longer.

Thoir services are 
conducted in English and Tsimpsian, and 
liberal use is made of the drums, tarn 
bourint 8, eto. 

On the court resuming proceedings in the 
Minnie cuso yesterday morning, Mr. Belyea 
argued at somo length for the rejection of 
the protocol, on tho ground that it did not 
comply with tho requirements of tho act, 
and therefore could nut bo looked on in the 
light of prima facie evidence so as to throw 
the onus proband! on tho defondanta. Tha 
court would not decido tho point uguiuBt 
him, but promiaed to take it into consider- 
ation when dealing with tho case. Captain 
Mohrhouse was called, and examined and 
cros3-examined at somo length. Ho testi- 
fied that according to his reckoning ho waB 
forty-eight miles from land when he waB 
seized, and he also stated that ho had had 
no official notico, beyond tho instructions 
of Captain Jacobson, owner of tho vessel, to 
keep outaido. Tho morning aftor the 
Boi/.uro ho sighted tho schooner Viva, Cap- 
tain Andoraon, and on comparing with tho 
latter, found that thoir doad rookoning 
agreed. Captain Andoraon'a ovidonco, 
taken de bene cine, waa put in 
and proved. Captain Jacobaon was 
tho next witness. Ho said he might 
have hoard of tho offioial notico from Capt. 
Cox ; would not bo sure that he had not, 
but was nob positive, on the othor hand, 
that ho had. HiB instructions to Capt. 
Mohrhouso woro to stay at loaat forty-five 
miles outside of tho iBlande, so that ovon in 
tho finest weather, when tho Indians go a 
groat distance from the veaaol, they might 
still bi aoting in compliance with the law. 
The testimony of Capt. Mohrhouso was to 
the same effect. Ho would havo gono to 
Yokohama but for tho shortnosa of pro- 
visions and hia having fallen in with a suc- 
cession of galeB, whioh carriod away hiB jib- 
boom und jibatays. Anothor cause of his 
coming homo waa tho peromptory demand 
of tho Indiana to be returned to their point 
of embarkation. At o'clock Mr. Belyea 
closed hia case, and tho court rose till thia 
morning, whon argument will bo commoncod.

Harris, 
Munn, Wilson, Lodiugham, Bwyer, JJakor, 
Styles and Vigolius. 

COMMUNICATIONS. '■ ' ' ^ ■ 

Drake, Jackson & Helmckon £wroto in- 
forming tho Council of a complaint from 
William Steinborger, whoso land was dam- 
aged by an overflow from Elk lake, caused 
by works porformed by tho corporation, und 
asking for compensation. 

Ai.d. VlQEUCTS said thia waa a matter 
that should bo referred to a committee ; 
there waB no such body this year, and ho 
did not know why there was not 

Ald. BAKER suggested that the mattor 
should bo referred to a committee of tho 
Board. Thia was an important question to 
bo placed on ono man. 

On tho suggestion of Aid. Wilson, tho 
mattor was held over till tho noxt meet- 
ing of tho Council, bo aa to give time to 
look into tho question of appointing a com- 
mittee. 

Mr. H. Dallas Helmckon drow the at- 
tention of tho Council to tho fact that hiB 
former letter regarding tho drain from 
tho James Bay bcIiooI, in consequence of 
which ho had been injured, had not been 
attended to. 

Ai.n. Munn- said the matter had been re- 
ferred to tho School Board, which had not 
yot reported. 

Ald. Wilson moved thereforo, and it 
was carried, that it ba refurred to tho Street 
committee to report. 

E. Mohun wrote with rcforonco to the 
ownership of tho planB for tho sowerugo 
system. On motion of Aid. Humphreys, 
the question was referred to the Suwerago 
committee to report. 

E. A. Wilmot submitted on approximate 
estimate of tho cost of raising tho water in 
Elk luke, and tho subject waB referred to 
tho Finance committee for report. Tho 
figure quoted waB §800, and tho time re- 
quired live weeks. 

Adams Edvvarda complained of injury to 
hia property and health of his family by tho 
blocking up of tho drain leading from Moaa 
street to tho sea, thereby causing an over- 
flow of water on his property. Roforred to 
tho Sewerage committee. 

H. M. Campbell requested that a eido- 
walk and drain bo laid at once from Beucon 
Hill Park to Carr Btreet. Referrod to tho 
Scroot and Sewerage committees. 

Georgo Jay and twenty-nine othora 
called attention to tho impassablo condition 
of Pembroke stroet between Chambers and 
Couk streeta, and ask'ed that the sidewalk 
be laid at onco. Referred to the Street 
committee. 

R. J. Styles and fifteen others, animad- 
verted upon the destruction of a largo arbu- 
tus tree on Craigllower road, Victoria West, 
suppoaed to havo been done by Corporation 
workmen. Referred to tho Stroot committee 

N. Sabin and thirty-four others, requested 
that a four-foot sidowalk bo laid from Cook 
Btroot along Hillside avenue to join the 
sidewalk ou Cedar Hill road, and that an 
elootric light bo placed at the corner of Hill- 
side avenuo and Cedar Hill road. Roforred 
to the Street and Electric Light committees. 

F. Elworthy, secretary of tho Board of 
Trade, requested that atepa be taKen to 
put Bastion street in front of the Board of 
Trade building in proper repair. Referred 
to tho Street committee. 

Henry Rutland asked that Battory street 
be graded a.ad drained from Park to Carr 
street. Referrod to tho Street committeo. 

Charles jNuirne complained of tho drain- 
ago on Battery street, and requeated that a 
sidowalk bo laid on said street to connect 
with Carr Btreet. Referred to tho Street 
and Drainage committees. 

E. C Johnaon, markot auperintondent, 
called attontion to the necessity of placing 
wire netting on tho face of tho market gatea 
so aa to keep out email dogs, cats and rata, 
also on tho top of the gatea. Roferred to 
tho Market committee. 

Thomas DeaBy, chief of tho Firo Depart- 
ment, submitted a request for more fire hoso, 
it having been proved at recent firea that 
tho supply of tho department waa inade- 
quate. Aa there was a report on tho sub- 
ject from the Firo Wardens tho question 
waa laid over till later in tho evening. 

The various departmental annual reports 
wero submittedandtakenaaread, to bo print- 
ed and distributed in tho usual manner. 

Tho next item of business was tho distri- 
bution of aldermania salaries, a motion 
which received no opposition, and waa dis- 
posed of in a very expeditious manner. 

Ai.d, Styles moved, aoconded by Aid.

Mako out say 
a half year's supply estimate, and then call 
for tenders. 

After some discussion, Aid. Styles' motion 
waa adopted. 

Ald. Slyles' resolution regarding tho 
nooded retaining wall on Dallaa road, al- 
ready publinhod, waa noxt dealt with, tho 
mover speaking in support of tho motion. 
Ho pointed out how neceasary such a work 
ia, and roferred to tho various attempts that 
had been mado to romedy tho atato of affairs 
whioh oxiat there. Carriod. 

Ald. Ledinuiia.m, Humphreys and Koith- 
Wileon wore appointed a committee to 
watch the amendments being made in tho 
Municipalities Act in tho Legielaturo dur- 
ing tho present aession. 

Tho mattor ot calling for tenders for 
printing and binding .'!00 copies of tho 
annual roport of 1893 waa roferred to tho 
Printing committee, whioh ia composed of 
Aid. Stylea, Wilson and Lodingham. 

It was reaolved to offer a roward of ton 
dollars for tho arreBt of any peraon wantoniy 
destroying proporty on Beucon Hill park. 

Ald. Wilson's motion for a roturn of 
unpaid taxes, licenses and local improve- 
ment aBaeaBinenta was next taken up and 
dealt with, tho roturn askod for being ordor- 
ed to bo mado. In Bupport of thiB motion 
Aid. Wilson Baid it was not tho intoution to 
mako thia an inquisitorial proceeding, it 
was merely to find out what amount waB 
owing tho city in this manner, and to en- 
ublo the Council to adopt aomo moans for its 
collection. 

Ald. Wilson moved the following:— 
That tho initiatory stops bo taken to com- 
plete tha Sowerago system in the business 
portion of tho city in tho area bounded by 
the following streotB: Douglas from Cor- 
morant, to Humboldt; Humboldt and 
Wharf from Douglaa to Johnaon; Johnson 



from Wharf to Store; Store from Johnaon 
to Cormorant; Cormorant from Store to 
Douglas. 

The mover was of opinion that tho buBi- 
noaa part of the city muat be sowered; until 
thia waa done it waB impossiblo to keep tho 
Btroots in anything like presentable or buai- 
ness-liko shape. As to tho cost, it would 
be found to bo small. He had gono into tho 
question with the engineer, and found the 
estimated cost, not losing sight of the fact 
that a portion of this area iB already sow- 
ered, amounted to $01,7110, including exca- 
vating, pipes and manholes. Thia amount 
Aid. WilBon auggeated, bo raised on a loan 
borrowed on tho credit of tho city, tho 
benefited area paying its pro rata propor- 
tion, which might bo paid in a lump sum, or 
levied on tho property over a number of 
yeara. Aa aoon ob thia portion wub com- 
pleted, it would bo timo for other portions 
of tho city to connect on similar torma. 

Ald. Stylvs said ho very much regretted 
that in tho beginning thia sectional method 
had not been adoptod. It was a good idea 
to got tho central portion of theoitysowored. 

Ald. Dwy'EK spoko t) tho sumo effect ; he 
waa glad to seo thia Btep taken at this early 
stage, which would onablo tho work to bo 
dono in tho best season of tho year. 

On tho suggestion of Aid. Stylea, tho 
motion wub mado to include Fisgard and 
Herald streets from Douglaa to Store Btroot. 
The cilculation of tho aaseaament which 
would bo mado on proporty, showed that on 
a thirty foot lot tho amount payable in ten 
yoara would bo $22 GO per your, aftor which 
thero would bo no more charges. 

Ald. Munn askod leave to introduce a 
by-law rospooting tho assessment of 1894. 
Tho by-law was introduced and read a first 
timo. 

Tho caretaker wroto drawing attontion to 
a number ot" nnceaaary improvements in 
the cemetery, and hia lottor wua referred to 
committeo to report. 

Tho Finance committeo roported expendi- 
tures und appropriations amounting to 
$1,418. Tho roport was received and 
adopted. 

A requisition was received from tho 
School Board, and adopted, for somo $3,100 
for building accounts. 

Tho firo wardens roported recommending 
tho purchuso of 1,000 feet of hoso ; also 
that tenders bo called for tho supply of 
forugo for tho department horsea for tho 
year. 

Ald. VlGELItJS said that so far aa tho 
forugo was concerned, hero was a chance of 
bringing into effect Aid. Styles' suggestion 
to divide^ho trudo equally betwoon the city 
merchants. 

Tho report was adopted. 

The Homo committeo recommended tho 
admission of two applicants to tho homo. 

The committee also recommended the 
calling of tenders for auppliea for tho pres- 
ont year. 

Hia Worship referrod to tho over-crowd- 
ed Btato of tho homo at prosont, and Aid. 
Munn auid that as soon as the home at Kam- 
loops was completed, aomo of tho men at 
present kept thero by the provincial gov- 
ernment would be removed und that would 
make more room. Tho report was adopted. 

A report waa aubmittod from tho Sower- 
ago committeo, dealing with matters ro- 
ferred for thoir conaideration, Tho Streeta 
committee also roported recommending the 
calling of tendera for sidowalkB for 1894, and 
that Mr. Dumbloton be UBked to furnish on 
estimato for tho improvement of Rockland 
avenuo. Received and adopted. 

Tho Council udjourned at 10 o'olock. 

The organ recital concluding the Sunday 
evening service at St. John'a church was 
particularly appreciated by tho large con- 
gregations attending, and who huilod with 
satisfaction tho announcomeat that theae 
recitals are to be mado monthly in future. 

The anniversary of tho Metropolitan 
Methodist Sunday School waa celebrated 
Sunday and yesterday in a memorable man- 
ner. The church seated largo congrega- 
tions at all the serviceB, and the specially 
prepared progrnmmo of musio, by the child- 
ren under Mr. Parfitt's Buperviaion, and the 
Bermona by tho pastor, Rov. Solomon Clea- 
ver, mado Sunday's services very interesting. 
A large sum of money waa collected for the 
benefit of tho sohool. 



John Saul, a prominent resident of 
Lillooot district aDd well known throughout 
the province, died of pneumonia on Satur 
day at the " Mound," hia ranch near Clin 
ton. Coming from Eastern Canada to 
British Columbia with his brother William 
about 1SC0, they engaged in freighting for 
somo time, but afterwards settled down to 
farming at the "Mound."

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Fourth Session of the sixth Parliament. 

SECOND DAY. 

Monday, January 22, 1S94. 
Tho Speaker took tho chair at 2 p.m. 
1'rayera by the Right Rev. Bishop Perrln. 

ADDRESS IN REPLY. 
Mr. Martin rose to move thut an address 
bo presented in reply to tho speech deliv- 
ered by His Hon. the Lieutenant-Governor 
at tho opening of tho legislature. Commen- 
cing with an expresaionol regret thut someone 
better qualified had not been assigned to tho 
task, ho took up tho speech and dealt with 
it olaueo by cluuso, starting with the 
promiso of a redistribution bill, which ho 
felt sure would receive the earnost consider- 
ation of both sides of the house. Ho spoke 
with approval of tho guaranteo of interest, 
made during tho recoss, on tho bonds of tho 
NakuBp & Slocan railway* company. This 
would ensure tho construction of tho road, 
which would be of groat advantage to the 
mining country to bo served. Ho referred 
to tho completion of the Nelson & Fort 
Shoppard railway and tho valuable service 
now being rendered by it, in cousequenco of 
tho helping legislation of tho paBt. 
Respecting the rt ferenco to tho Kootenay 
mines and tho silver question gonorally 
ho would refrain from any extended re- 
marks, as ho observed that the Ministor for 
Mines had given notico of a resolution on 
tho subject. Ho spoko with pleaauro of 
tho marked attention given to hydraulic 
mining in the Cariboo country, and pre- 
dicted that this would tuko such a hold that 
the old days of Cariboo would bo revived 
in tho uctivity of the mining industry. Ho 
advocated liberal aid to tho construction of 
roads, eo that supplies for tho mines and tho 
ore they produced might bo carried ut a 
moderate cost. He thought the iuoreoeo in 
the production of the coal mines was a sub- 
ject for general congratulation, tho opera- 
tions of tho mines being a bontlit to tho 
country in every way. He commended tho 
government for tho Bteps taken to asuertuin 
tho rights of the province with respect to 
fishing liconses, and also tho ownership of 
the precious metals within the railway lands 
on Vancouver island, by refertneo to tho 
courts. As to tho site for tho provincial 
homo at Kamloops, ho could suy that 
it had been obtained at a very 
reasonable rate and that a more 
euitablo ono could not havo been secured. 
There was sullieient land about the place to 
give employment to the rosidontB in dovel 
oping it, so that they would feel that tho'; 
wore honestly earning their living, and that 
tho placo was not merely a shelter for 
paupers. Ho felt that it was a cause for 
congratulation, bb mentioned in tho speech, 
that while commercial depression had pro- 
vailed all over the world it had not boon felt 
to the samo extent in British Columbia, 
Tho system of dyking and irrigation referred 
to being of the greatest benefit to the whole 
province, ho was glad to notico that tho 
government proposed to give assistance to 
the work in the shape of guarantees whioh 
would enable the money to bo procured. It 
gave him much gratification to be able to 
say, as to affairs generally in tho province, 
that this year the crops and prices had been 
fairly good all round, and the people had 
thus been rewarded for their industry. He 
had much pleasure in moving that the 
address in reply be presented. 

Mr EBERTS seconded the motion, and in 
his introductory remarks spoke with regret 
of tho death of the late I. B. Nason, whom 
he eulogised as a useful and highly respected 
member of the house. Dealing with the 
Bpecch from the throne, he took up tho mat- 
ter of redistribution, abstaining at tho pres- 
ent time from speaking aB to the character 
of tho bill which should be introduced". As 
to tho aid to tho Nakuep & Slocan railwoy, 
ho believed that as a result of this tho bonds 
had been floated and the railway very nearly 
completed, and tho ores of tho district 
wouldsoon bo passing out over it on their way 
to tho smelters of tho world. He hoped true 
when any changes in the guarantee waa made 
as suggested, the government would see 
that tho interests of the province wero safe- 
guarded. The Nelson & Fort Sheppard 
railway he considered a monument to the 
wiadom and foresight of tho government 
and houBe, for no doubt the asaiatanco given 
had been instrumental in securing a magni- 
ficent railway, now in operation. Ho had 
had the opportunity of visiting Kootenay 
several timcB, and in tho Silver King mine 
he had passed through ono drift alone 1,100 
feet in length — a sample of the wonderful 
character ol the country. During tho recess 
the owners have been successful in stocking 
tnat mine for §1,250,000, and ho wa 
informed that in the Kuslo-SIocan coun- 
try there were many Silver Kings 
He noticed that 2,000 tons, of tho value of 
5130,000, had already been carried out over 
the Nelson & Fort Sheppard railway in the 
period of four or five weeks. He wub glad 
to notico that Cariboo ia reviving, and be 
lioved that Cariboo will again bo a mainstay 
of this province. Ho had been told and be 
lieved that the hydraulic mines there wen 
equal to the best in California. Coal being 
tho stuplo mining industry in tho province, 
it waa moat gratifying to note that tho duty 
on that articlo imported into the United 
States was likely to be taken off, whLh 
would result in doubling the British Colum 
bia output. Tho salmon pack, ho noticed 
ahowed a very great increase during tho putt 
year, and when wo thought of all 
the ediblo (ishee on theso coasts and of the 
time coming when all tho coasts would bo 
studdod with fishing villages, wo could see 
what an immense increaso this would maki 
in tho exports of tho province Ho com 
mended the proposition to grant aid to the 
trunk roads which ho thought would inure to 
tho advantage of the whole province at 
largo. With respect to tho proposed guar 
anteos in aid of drainago und dyking uml 
irrigation, ho felt peculiarly gratified at 
tho proposition, us ho had been ono of the 
first to induoo people to como to this coua 
try for tho purpose of engaging in dyking 
and irrigation. \V ith a government guaran- 
tee ho felt thut bonds for tho purpose could 
bo floated ut a cost of not more than 
4} per cont. all told. It appeared 
from tho papers that tho Dominion 
and Auatraliun governments wero about to 
enter into some measuro of reciprocity, 
which would bo a particularly good tiling 
for tho lumbar trade, and this already 
ehowed signs of an impotus in that there 
was a large amount of outsido capital 
about to como forward for investment in 
the lumber of thia province. Tho sealing 
season could scarooly be expected to bo this 
year as profitable as laat, owing to the 
restrictions imposed by tho Paris tribunal, 
but it was satisfactory to know that the 
industry is in a flourishing condition. Ou 
tho whole ono could not help being imbued 
with tho idea that, the province is ou the 
evo of gro.it commoreUl prosperity, and it 
therefore behooved every member of the 
legislature to assist in bo shaping the login- 
lation that no hindrance should bo put in 
tho way of tho expected development, but 
that on tho contrary every possiblo assist- 
ance should bo granted. 

Hon. Robert Beaven agreed with the 
expressions of rogret at tho doath of tho 
lato membor for Cariboo, Mr. Nason, who, 
ho said, undoubtedly acted aa he thought in 
tho beat interest of tho country, though ho 
unfortunately waa imbued with tho idea 



that it was his duty to support the govern- 
ment in whatever action they might take. 
Mr. Nason was, however, a true pioneer, a 
true progressive citixen, and when ho diod 
good man certainly waB lost. It no 
doubt was Mr. Adams' ambition to do as 
well for Cariboo as his predecessor, Mr. 
Nason, had done. In tho two speeches just 
made there was a voiy marked ignoring of 
the great question of redistribution. It 
might havo boon supposed that tho speakers 
would bp in tho socrets of tho government, 
and could lay buforo tho house 
some particulars of this legislation, 
but a rnoro marked silence than 
theirs on thia subject could not have 
been observable. HVi took exception to tho 
words of tho proposed address in reply, that 
redistribution "waa necessarily postponed 
on account of imperfect census roturna," 
und hold that tho Dominion census furnish- 
ed no information upon whioh a redistri- 
bution of tho provincial representation could 
bo based. Ho held that it would havo been 
far better for tho government to have man- 
fully faced this question in the first instance, 
instead of puttingtit off until now, when it 
could no longer bo shirked. Ab to tho aug- 
gestod guaruntoo of principal as well us in- 
terest ou tho bonds of a railway company, 
ho hold that if such a atop was necessary it 
would probably bo bettor for tho govern, 
ment to build tho railway, aB to guaranteo 
tho bonds meant to pay them. He would 
defer further remarks until tho datuilB of 
tho proposition wero beforo the houso. 
Ho wished to druw attention to tho 
roferenco to tho salo of provincial 
securities at 92 por cent. In the 
abaence of moro information it wah diliicult 
to disouea thia fully. Tho public accounts 
for tho year 1892 1)3 wero, however, before 
the houso, and theto showed that ho was an 
unfortunately correct prophet when ho said 
in 1891 that thoro would uot bo sullioieut in 
the £700,000 loan to convert the debt us 
proposed and spond £250,000 in public 
workB. Ho held that tho pretensions of tho 
prosperity of this provinco, bo far as the 
finances of its government uro concerned, 
aro of tho hollowost kind. Tho party in 
offico now wero practically tho party who 
took ollico ten years ago, and during their 
term tho debt had largely increased, while 
there was practically nothing to show for it, 
and in auui.iun they had given away mil- 
lions of acres of land, besideB tho guaran- 
tees to railway and other enterprises. Since 
the present Premier had held that 
position the debt had very largo 
ly incroaBed, by upwards of SG50.000 
in the past twolvomonth alone, and he aakod, 
can tho few peoplo in thiB province Bustuin 
such a burden? The balanco Bheot in tho 
volumo of public accounts allowed what he 
had atttcd — »n increase in the liabilities 
over the esse a of upwards of $100 000, be- 
aidee §80,000 at leaat of aaaotB which would 
turn out to be not aasota at all. He entered 
into details of tho loan transactions of tho 
paat few yeara to ahow that there ia not 
enough of monoy now ou hand out of tho 
loan of 1891 to convort tho loaua which the 
uct aaid should bo converted, though it was 
a matter of provincial honor that the terms 
of tho act should be alrictly adhered to. 
Instead of thia tho government had been 
paying for public works, and before they 
could convert the loans aa authorized in the 
act they would havo to borrow further. He 
noticed a paper placed boforo tho houso to- 
day, entitled " Reply to British Columbia's 
defamerB," and though he bad not read this 
pjper he would say that any persona who 
did anything which impaired the honor or 
the credit of the province wero tho real de- 
tainers. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Hear, hear. 
Hon. Mr. Turner also opened with an 
illusion to the loss suatained by tho death of 
their old friend Mr. Nason. Ho expreaaed 
surprise that tho louder of tho opposition 
had failed to ulludo to the mover and sec- 
onder of tho address, as customary, and 
wished himself to pay a deaorved tribute to 
those gentlemen. They had been well 
selected — the one of them a gentleman who 
represented very ably the agricultural inter 
eBta which it waa so desirable to bring to tho 
front; and the other a gentleman very closely 
identified with the mining interoata, He con 
gratulated those gentlemen on tho very able 
manner in which they had performed their 
duty to-day. Aa to the remarks of the hon. 
leader of tho oppoaition, he must auy they 
were unuaually mild. Mr. Beaven complain- 
ed that tho mover and Beconder had not 
taken him into their confidence with respect 
to redistribution, but it was probably 
very far from their intention to tuko that 
gentleman into their confidence on that sub- 
ject. He thought it had been an act of wis- 
dom on the part of the government to defer 
redis;ribution until tho mistakes of the cen- 
sus bulletins wero fully cleared up as they 
would bo. The proposition respecting the 
Xakusp & Slocan railway guarantee was 
one recommended by leading financiers of 
the old country, and properly safeguarded 
would bo of great advantage. With respect 
to the financiul criticism by tho leader ot the 
opposition, ho wished to point out that in 
contrast to the §80,000 aaid to be doubtful 
aaseta, there was upwurda of that amount 
outstanding in perfectly good overdue 
tixoa. Such taxes ho noticed wore very 
fairly placed in the Victoria city statement 
aa asaete, though the provinco hud not been 
in the pructico of so including them. 
He thought that the provincial debt 
of §1,694,000 was really a very 
small one. Ho referred to the improvement 
of the credit of tho provinco in tho money 
market shown by the high rate, 92, at 
which tho three per cent, loan had aold. 
As to tho prediction quoted by tho leader 
of tho opposition, whicti ho said he made in 
1891, that it would bo impossible to convort 
the whole of the debt out of the £700,000 
loan, and spend £250,000 in public works, 
he wished to siy that it had never been 
BuppoBed thut all the debt would bo con- 
verted, as there wero alwuya holders who 
refused to aurrender their original bonds for 
any new onea which might bo offered thorn. 
He noticed that tho leader of the oppoaition 
objected to the increaso in tho debt muinly 
boouuso he said it had not been expended 
wisoly, but ho felt that us to tho character 
of the expenditure tho houso would bo of a 
different opinion, for ho believed the 
government hud ao carried out the expendi- 
ture that it had brought the beat results in 
adding to the wealrh of the province. They 
wanted to put public works, facilities for 
education, roads, uud other improvements, 
wherever they wero needed, und they would 
do their best to carry out this policy. 

Mr. Cotton could not lot tho occasion 
paaa without expressing tho compliments of 
hia side of the house to tho gentlemen who 
had moved and seconded tho uddresa. Ho 
feelingly referred to the death of Mr. Nason, 
and suid it would bo well for ull if, when 
their turn camo to poas from tho houao, 
they left such kindly foelingB amongst their 
colleagues. Ho thought tiio leader of tho 
opposition had spoken thoughtlessly whon 
ho expressed surpriao that tho mover of tho 
address had given no information about ro- 
diatribution, for how could ho give that 
when' the government themsolvea did not 
know what thoy wero going to do. (Hon. 
Mr. Davio— Hear, hoar!) Ho con- 
demned tho proposal to guarantee 
tlio principal of tho Nakusp k Slocan 
railway bonds, but doforrcd further romarks 
on this subject until tho full propoeition is 
submitted. Though thoro woa littlo aaid in

BY-LAW. 

To expropriate certain real property for tho 
purpoaoof diverting and improving a por- 
tion of Oak Bay Avenue, being a publio 
street situate within tho City of Victoria. 

THE Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria enacts as follows : 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to oxpropriato and tho 
said Corporation heroby expropriates, for tho 
purposo of divorting and improving a portion 
of Oak Day A venue bolng a public street situato 
within tho C.ty of Victoria, all that picco or 
parcel of land being part of Lot 31 of a sub- 
division of sub-lot 1, Fernwood Estate, Section 
75, Victoria District, which said picco or parcel 
of land is more particularly described as fol- 
lows : 

Commencing at tho south-oast corner of lot 2 
of said Bub-division ; thence southerly across 
lot 31 on a production of tho Uno between lots 2 
nnd 3, forty feet, moro or lesp, to the north lino 
of Onk Bay Avonuo ; thenco westerly along tho 
north Una of Oak Bay Avenue fifty-throe feet, 
moro or less, to tho south-west cornorof aaid lot 
2; thouco north-easterly along tho lino between 
lots 2 and 31, twonty-nine foet, moro or leas, to 
tho placo of beginning, and containing by ad- 
measurement flvo hundred and fifty-six square 
foot, moro or less.

tho speech about tho government's inten- 
tions theao could hi inforred from the 
activity of tho Premier during tho recess in 
going about the country attacking his 
political opponents; and from the actions of 
members of tho government in endeavoring 
to cut out new garments during the year. 
He read from an interview of Hon. Col. 
Kakcr by a Star reporter in Montreal, in 
which ho was reported to havo said that tho 
province would endeavor to iuduco capital- 
ists to come in to purchase tho lands, but if 
those capitalists held the lands for a rise in- 
stead of Belling them at a fair price, they 
would seo that the lands were properly 
taxed, it being their intention to "tax 
monopolists to death "; and Mr. Cotton con- 
demned tho government for keeping off 
capitalists by these threats of tuxation. Ho 
complained that, as ho alleged, tho Premier 
had told tho electors in different part of tho 
provinco that, as ho could not trutt members 
of tho opposition, unless tho constituencies 
returuod supporters of the government they 
would got nothing ; and ho uooiplniced aluo 
that this spirit of partisanship manifested 
itself in all tho departments of tho adminis- 
tration. He referred to personal attacks 
whioh ho said had been made upon him by 
tho Premier during tho past few months, 
and deo'.ared it to bo absolutely false that ho 
had advocated separation of tho island and 
mainland. He admitted that thero had 
been such an agitation, but said ho had 
always opposed tho idea, claiming that tho 
way to obtain redress was to send men down 
to tho legislature pledged to givo fair play 
to all parts of tho province. Ho denied 
the chargj that he and tho other members of 
tho independent party had violated their 
pledges to the electorate, and claimed that 
tl oy had carried ouv all the pledges nude to 
tho electors In KSOO. 

Hon. Mk Davie rose, tho Speaker being 
about to put the question, and said that as 
tho hon. gentlemen opposite seemed to bo 
backward, or to bo anxious to prevent his 
replying to some of their principal speakers, 
he would address his remarks to the house 
now. Respecting tho "personal attacks" 
which Mr. Cotton hud just referred to, ho 
challenged any person to show that he had 
ever made a personal allusion to any politi- 
cal opponout, for he did not descend to that 
mode of attack. 

Mb. Cotton asked to bo allowed to ex- 
plain that ho had not said anything about 
attacks on his personal character, but that 
attacks had been made on him porsoually in 
connection with tho mainland agitation. 

Hon. Mb. Davie answered that this wa3 
not what. Mr. Cotton had said a few minutes 
before. His party and their friends had got 
up a mainland petition — which ho (Mr. 
Divie) always called a separation petition — 
the object of which was ostensibly tho disal- 
lowance of tho act for the construction of 
now parliament buildings at the seat of gov- 
ernment; although Mr. Cotton and tho hon. 
leader of the opposition — now apparently in 
the samo boat — were at variance on that 
subject. Mr. Cotton and those who follow 
him were active in initiating or supporting 
the petition for disallowance, which among 
other things declared to His Excellency tho 
Governor General that "tho peoplo of the 
mainland are now advocating tho separation 
of tho mainland from tho island as tho 
surest means of relief from the evils under 
which they at present suffer." This peti- 
tion Mr. Cotton had boastingly claimed had 
receivod C.000 or 7,000 signatures. Fol- 
lowing that his party — audit was idle for 
him to attempt to separato himself from his 
party — were active in gotting up tho Kam- 
loopa convention to tako measures in 
support of that petition, to which 
convention delegates wero invited 
from ull parts, Vancouver island excluded. 
Tho agitators found, however, that they had 
made a wooful mistake, for at thoir lirst 
called meoting in Vancouver thoy could not 
get together a sufficient number to transact 
business at all, though at tho ond of u week 
they got something over 100. Thoy did not 
Bucceed butter in Westminster, where tho 
principal speaker— the member for New 
Westminster— had to deploro tho thinness 
of the attendance. As soon as they discov- 
ered their mistake they mado a chango 
of front, and on the 24th of September Mr. 
Cotton came out in his newspaper advocat- 
ing not separation but thorough organization 
for the next election. It hud boon thought 
necessary, on behalf of tho party, to give 
reasons for not inviting Vancouver island 
delegates, and for this purpose they had to 
resort to the ridiculous falsehood that 
too much expense would bo im- 
posed on dolegutos attending any con- 
vention hold at a place convenient to 
both island and mainland. Ho showed that 
tho exponae and time necossury to enablo is- 
land delegates to attend tho Kamloops con- 
vention was but a trifle more than for dele- 
gates from Vancouver. This, of course, was 
nothing else than a political subtorfuge. It 
is idlo to attempt to Bay, now that the bub- 
ble has burst, tliut they did not attempt to 
advocato separation. Ho utterly denied 
that he had said, as asserted by Mr. Cotton, 
that it was only to constituencies returning 
members supporting the government that 
favors can bo shown. Not only had ho said 
nothing o! the kind, but tho actual results 
wero also at variance with tho statement, 
for although the district of Now Westmin- 
ster has sent opponents of the government it 
has never a tillered on that account, for, aa 
ho had shown ho fore, excluding the receipts 
from land sales, tho district of Now West- 
minster hid received a great deal more than 
the revenue from it. At one mooting — he 
thought it was at Maplo Ridge— tho inembor 
for New Westminster District (Mr. Kitchen) 
in spenkiug of supposed favors to other places 
told of a road that had boon built five miles 
for the use of ono man, and wbon asked to 
givo tho namo and addross of this man ho 
had replied that ho would do so when the 
legislature met. Ho said thon that this mun 
livad somewhere in Cariboo. Would he now 
givo the n 'mo to the house 1 
Mii. KITCHEN—" You will got it in time." 
Hon. Mb. Davie—" Yes ; that time will 
bo about the day of judgment." (Laughter. ) 
He thought tho hon. mombor might better 
havo had tho honesty to confosa that when 
he made tho statement ho did not mean it ; 
but morely uBed a figure of speech. He 
thought tho districts represented by such 
gentlemen wore beginning to boo for them- 
selves tho true state of affairs. Being 
neithor a prophet nor tho Bon of a prophet, 
ho would not uttempt to say what would bo 
the reault at tho approaching election; all 
he would say was, lot thoso luugh who win. 
Respecting tho Montroal Star interview 
read by Mr. Cotton, he did not 
go to tho extravagant extent stated 
by tho writer, but it was unquestionably 
tho policy of this government to tax thoso 
who hold lurgo tracts of land and do not use 
them, but merely tio them up to await a 
riuo in value. Ho favored encouraging tho 
purchase of laud under proper restrictions, 
for the government could bocomo us mis- 
chievous a monopolist as any private in- 
dividual by withholding tho lands from 
aalo. They had not for tho past fow yoars 
been selling tho unsurvoyed lands, but us 
soon as tho survoys aro completed thon it 
would bo for tho govornmont to adopt some 
system of gotting tho lands into tho hands 
of privato holders, so that thoy may be 
mado to bear thek' oharo of taxation, for tho 
land cannot bo mado rovonuo producing un- 



til it gets into private honda. It was por- 
feotly true that tho government had to be 
oireful not to foater monopolies, for peoplo 
naturally had a disposition to hold on to 
land until it was mado loss profit- 
able to do that than to soil it. 
That had boon tho policy of successive gov- 
ernment* since thoSmythe administration of 
1SS-', when laud at Victoria was taxed at 
a value about 550 an aero which 
bad sinco been steadily raised to 5500 and 
upwards. In tho couiso of time it would 
thus become no longer profitable to keep 
lands idlo. Ho supposed it was something 
of that kind whioh had been told tho news- 
paper which gave the version referred to. 
Though tho opposition drew a picturo of 
blue ruin, and dwelt upon tho fact that the 
provinco had been borrowing money, tho 
public accounts showed tho total debt up to 
tho bulanco sheet of Juno last to bu 
considerably less than $2,000,000, taking 
into account tho sinking fund and the 
money on hand. Even though thero wero 
£SO,(]l>0, as stated by the leader of tho oppo- 
sition, appearing in tho ussots which would 
tum out not to bo assets at all, he asked if 
it was not a good showing. He uskod if 
it did no* compare very favorable with tho 
position of Victoria. He asked Mr. Cotton 
if the debt of Vancouver city is not as groat. 

Mr. Cotton — Yes, but sho has got some- 
thing to show for it. 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked if the provinco 
had not also something to show for her 
dobt. That tho twenty years' government 
had resulted in a debt of only §2,000,000, in 
tho face of tho liberal expouditures on im- 
provements ho thought was a most credit- 
able showing, and would compare vory 
favorably with that of any city in tho pro- 
vince Ho reviewod t ho details of previous 
loans, showing that tho conversion of (i pur 
cent, bonds, having fourteen years yet to 
run, into .'i per cents, and paying a bonus for 
so doing, resulted in a great saving to tho 
province. Ho contrasted tho high credit 
of the provinco now, as shown by the plac- 
ing of a per cent, loan at 92, with the 
titno when, during the term of office of an 
administration of which the present leader 
of tho opposition was a meinour, thoy had 
wished to borrow $30,000, and had to pay 
S per cent, for it, beside 5 per cunt, com- 
mission to tho broker who obtained tho loan 
from Governor Douglas. When he referred 
to this incident at Chilliwack, Mr, Kitchen 
expressed doubt, saying ho had not hoard of 
it, which was quite likely as he was not in 
the country at tho time. 

Mil. Kitchen objected that what ho said 
was that ho could find nothing about it in tho 
public accounts, and ho had put the book 
into Mr. Davie's bauds and uaked him to 
find it. 

Hon. Mil. Davie — " Ho might aa well 
havo asked me to prove it out of tho Now 
Testament." (Laughter.) It was true, ho 
said, that Mr. Kitchen hud produced tho 
accounts for 1892, and asked him to provo 
tho statement out of that, but of courso he 
could not do this, becauso it was not a 
permanent loan and was not there at all. 
He maintained that the position of tho pro- 
vinco was better than that of any city 
within it, though they wore all in good 
position. With respect to tho Nakuap & 
Slocan railway, ho would not discuss the 
guarantee proposition at length now, bo- 
causo it would como up later on. He did not 
expectthutthohon. gentlemen opposito would 
bo pleased with the speech; ho did not ex 
pect, either, to please them when tho re- 
distribution bill came down. As to re- 
distribution ho would not say much now — it 
was a vory old chestnut, as the leader of tho 
opposition would say — but ho could tell tho 
houso this, that tho government havo, Mr. 
Cotton to the contrary notwithstanding, 
mado up their mind what tho redistribution 
is to bo, and that it will not bo changed by 
anything tho hon. gentlemen opposito 
may say before it ia brought down. 
They wore justified in withholding it last 
year, when it would have been a more mat- 
ter of guesswork to proceed upon the consus 
returns, showing as they did tho population 
of tho island and of the mainland to be about 
tho same. He could say now that tho prin- 
cipal feature of tho bill would be tho entire 
breaking down of what hua been known as 
tho balance of power between tho island and 
mainland, and if they could only get tho 
bill, with no other chango made, it would bo 
acceptable to tho country generally aa a 
step in tho right direction. In conclusion 
ho wished to express sorrow for tho absent, 
and to offer congratulation to thoso who had 
taken part in tho debate, and particularly 
the mover and seconder. Ho thought, the 
Financo Minister was perhaps a little unjust 
in his referencj to tho fact that the leader 
of iho opposition had mado no reference to 
theso gentlemen, 

Hon. Mn. Beaven— That was an over- 
Bight. 

Hon. Mr. Davie Baid thia was what he 
supposed, for he had on ono occasion mado a 
similar omis8ion himself. Ho waa glad to 
hear tho addresses of thoso gentlemen, and 
proud of their support, and ho thought that 
tho confidence which they and tho house 
and country had in the government would 
not bo forfeited by anything which they 
might propose. (Applause.) 

Mr. Brown wished to add u special word of 
congratulation to tho hon. member who h;id 
moved the address, on his return to tho gov- 
ernment ranks after hia depurturo of last 
session. He desired to contrast with the 
policy previously curried out tho declaration 
of tho intention of tho govornmont to tax 
monopolies to death, made by tho Provincial 
Secretary in an interview with tho reporter 
of an Eastern newspaper quotod by Mr. 
Cotton. 

Hon. Col. Baker rose to say that ho 
never made tho statement attributed to 
him. 

Mit. Brown said that at all events tho 
Premier had to-day stutod that it was tho 
intention of tho govornmont to tux tho mon- 
opolists to a certain oxtent, and this was in 
contrast to the previous policy. With ro- 
opoot to tho political agitation on 
tho mainland, ho said tho manifesto 
was not circulated on tho island, bo- 
causo it was not to be supposed 
that it would bo popular there, especially in 
Victoria, whero tho monoy for the now 
parliament buildings— tho main Bubject of 
tho agitition— was to bo spent. It wua truo 
tho pooplo from tho ialand wero not invited 
to tho convention at Kamloops, but though 
mombors of tho independent party wero 
membors of tho organization and subscribed 
to its funds, they had nothing to do with 
proparing its platform and declaration, 
whioh had been got up whon thoy wero hero 
in attendance on the legislature Ho denied 
that thoro was anything treasonable in tho 
movement for the separation of tho island 
and mainland, but claimed that whenever 
ho hud spoken on tho subject ho had de- 
clared against annexation, and ho quoted 
from tho Vancouver World a paaBage to show 
this. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— What is tho date of 
that ? 

Mr Brown -Tho 24 th of April. 

Hon. Mb. Davie— Ah ! That was after 
your meotings had all gono up. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Brown said ho was afraid tho feel- 
ing in favor of a separation botwoon island 
and mainland had not yet quite died, for 
it was felt that thero was no way of got- 
ting this government out, (Laughter ) Thero 
was no constitutional moans of displacing 
thorn, bo tho peoplo who favored Bopara- 
tion us a romedy said they must do some- 



thing in tho way of revolution, though ho 
had advisod against anything of this kind. 
Ho declared himself us belonging to the 
whole provinco of British Columbia, and 
that it was not his party but the govern- 
ment who had been doing all the separating 
As to tho statement just mado by the 
Premier that tho government intended to 
do awuy with tho balance of power theory, 
ho denied that there ever hud been 
such a theory, and declared that tho Pre- 
mier's statement could not bo Bhoved down 
his throat, as a pioneer, though it might bo 
believed by "what are vulgarly called the 
kochaens, the peoplo who havo como hero 
lately." Ho declared that there had been 
no sectionalism on tho part of tho peoplo of 
the mainland. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Road your petition. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Brown proceeded to read tho peti- 
tion, with much urging botween tho para- 
graphs, until ho reached tho comparison be- 
tween the representation betweou island and 
mainland, when, umidat tho laughter of the 
membors opposite, he moved tho adjournment 
of tho dubuto, it being then nearly six 
o'clock.

HAWAIIAN DOCUMENTS. 

Confidential Correspondence Submitted to 
Congress by tho President— Thurston 
Says the Queen Will Never bo 
Restored. 

WASHINGTON, Jun. 22. — Tho President 
transmitted to-day to Congress somo confi 
dentiul Hawaiian correspondence Minister 
Willia under date of January reportB tho 
resignation of Vico President Hatch and the 
election of C. Wilder to tho vacancy and 
tho separation of tho office of Minister of 
Foreign Ail'airs from that of tho Presidency. 
He enclosed a memorial of tho Hawaiian 
Patriotic League. Among other tilings it 
reproaches tho newspapers of America for 
abuse of tho Queen, and asserta that through 
Stevens' conspiracy tho Hawaiian people 
havo been deprived of their political rights 
and that the inhabitants of Hawaii aro now 
living under arbitrary rule, that tho people 
havo lost all confidence in tho administra- 
tion of justice, us tho Supremo court is now 
filled with adventurers; tho public funds are 
now squandered; that allnutive und foreign 
Royulista have been disarmed and thoso not 
in sympathy with tho present govornmont 
threatened with deportation. Tho momorial 
concludes by saying tho Hawaiian peoplo 
prefer tho monarchical form of government 
and pray for its restoration. 

Chicago, Jan. 21. — Minister Thurston 
said : " When I left Honolulu a week ago 
last Saturday Minister Willis wua still u 
persona grata, and I can add that there 
never was nor will there be a contemplated 
movement on tho part of President Dole und 
the Provisionul Government to furnish Wil- 
lis with his passports. The United States 
is not liable to be sued for damages by an 
almost friendless, impecunious and deposed 
Queen. She never will be restored, and I 
doubt whother sho will havo adherents 
enough in a short time at the present rate of 
desertion to make even a shabby showing of 
royalty." 



VALUABLE RELICS. 

The Treasures bent by tho Pope to tho 
World's Fair to Remain Here for 
the Present. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Jan. 22. — Valuable 
relics, carefully guarded for hundreds of 
years in the Vatican, and lent by the Popo 
for exhibition at tho World's Fair, will not 
bo returned to Homo under a guard of 
government officers in a navul vessel, as was 
atipulated when tho Po'po gave hia conaent 
to their removal, but are to remain in tho 
country indefinitely. They aro now iu tho 
possession of Archbishop Ireland, und when 
tho Columbus museum at Chicago ia ready 
they will ugain be placed on exhibition. 
They will not bo presented as a gift to the 
museum, but will undoubtedly bo returned 
to tho Vatican. Tho Columbua papers ond 
other anciont documents brought from 
Europo to tho Fair aro still in the govern- 
ment's possession. Thoy will romain in 
this country until the next naval ship sails 
for tho Moditorranean, whon thoy will be 
returnod in caro of an agent of tho State 
deDurtment.

A parliamentary paper entitled '* Reply 
to British Columbia's defamers " was dis- 
tributed in the Legislature yesterday. It 
contuina some rather interesting matter ro- 
lativo to tho attompted agitation on the 
mainland laBt summer, openiDg and taking 
its titlo from correspondence between tho 
Premier und tho Agont-General respecting 
tho wild aasortions of tho Vancouver moot- 
inga. Tho most important documont com- 
prised in this return is tho report of u com- 
mittee of tho cxecutivo council of tho pro- 
vince, sent to Ottawa in consequence of a 
request for information with respect to tho 
complaint of the mainland petition. Tho 
report proceeds : 

" The committee of council havo had un- 
der consideration a communication from the 
Deputy Miniater of Juatice to tho Hon. tbo 
Attorney-General, dated 17th July, 189.'!, 
enclosing copy of a petition purporting to 
bo signed by F. Filian, E. W. Griffiths, and 
1 .024 others, praying that Hia Excellency 
the Governor General might be pleased to 
veto an act of tho legislature of last session, 
entitled ' an uct to provido for tho erection 
of now buildings for tho accommodation of 
tho provincial legislature and the public de- 
partments, and submitting a aeries of state- 
ments in support of the prayer of such 
petition : 

"Tho report of tho Hon. tho Attorney- 
General, to whom tho mutter was referred, 
remarks that whilst under the ' Hritijb 
North America Act, 1S67,' in ouch province 
tho legislature has tho exclusive right of 
legislation, amongst other things, upon tho 
subject bi (a) the amendment of the consti- 
tution, except uu regards the ollico of 
Lieutenant-Governor, (h) tho borrowing of 
money on the solo credit of the province, 
and (c) local works and undertukinga, and 
tho complaint of tho potitionera ia aa to 
matters coming under ono or otlior of the 
exclusive subjects of jurisdiction just men- 
tioned, yet that tho attention of His Excol- 
lonoy tho Governor General in Council 
should bo drawn to the faots hereinafter 
stated. 

" As to so much of the petition as alleges 
that the estimates submitted to tbo legisla- 
ture at its lust session show an estimated 
expenditure of $1, "270,000 aa against an esti- 
mated revenue of $1,060,000, ' thus showing 
a deficit of §21 6,000 to bo mado up from 
borrowed money in order to carry on the or- 
dinary work of tho country,' the Minister 
remarks that the qnoted statement ia mis- 
leading and untruthful, aa implying that tho 
sumof $210,000 is to be made up from 
mjney to be borrowed for that purpose— the 
fact, on the contrary, being thutin the year 
1591 it was decided by the legislature to 
raise a loan of $1,000,000 for the purposo of 
undertaking works of public utility 
throughout tho province ; that the money 
was borrowed accordingly, and had beon 
only partially expended at the timo of the 
voting of the estimates alluded to, 
when there romained in the treasury 
tho sum of nearly $500,000, und 
that in purauance of tho purpose for which 
tho said $1,000,000 loan was raised tho esti- 
mated expenditure was made to exceed the 
estimated revenue, the surplus to bo taken 
out of tho balance of the loan so remaining 
in the treasury; that the total estimated ex- 
penditure was not $1,270,(100, aa alleged in 
the petition, but wua $1,277,157, of which 
sum, so far from tho charges of government 
and maintenance, other than works of de- 
velopment, amounting to $1,011,000, us al- 
leged in the petition, the sum of $185, S55 
was voted for tho purposes of education, ex- 
clusive of school buildings, tho sum of $129,- 
500 for buildings, schools, etc., the sum of 
$50,000 for surveys throughout tho province, 
the sum of $215,500 for roads, biidgesaud 
wharves, and $S8,498 for miscellaneous ex- 
penditure : 

" That the finances of the province are in 
a sound and heulthy condition, its inscribed 
stock ranking third umongat colonial secur- 
ities, tho Dominion of Canuda being first, 
tho Colony of Oylon second, and tbo Pro- 
vince of Uritish Columbia third ; that the 
province has recently become the highway 
of a profitable trado which has sprung up 
between Canada aud the Australian and the 
Orient, and that Viotoria, tho capital of the 
province, iB the first port of call in the 
province for vessels engaged in that trado ; 
that the buildings for tha uso of the 
public olIiceB and legislature of tho prov- 
ince, erected in the very early coloniul days 
when British Columbia was isolated from 
tho rest of tho world, have now become un- 
fitted for tho purposes of the province, and 
are moreover in u very dilapidated condi- 
tion, and that in view of the necesaity which 
exiata for new public buildings, the legisla- 
ture at its last session resolved to expend 
the sum of $600,000 in the erection of a 
suitublo structure. Tho inference of tho 
petition, apparently, is that more tiian 
$000,000 ia to bo expended in tho work, 
whereaa the intention of tho act ia to limit 
tho expenditure within that amount. 

" As to bo much of the potition aa asaerts 
that the legialativo uasembly ia und hua beon 
for yeorB nou-represontativo of tho people of 
tho province, the Minister observes that, 
with certain additions to the number of 
members, the basis of representation te the 
same as that which existed at the time of 
confederation, when tho white population of 
tho island .of Vancouver largely oxceoded 
that of tho mainland. The number of mem- 
bers being then 25 for tho entire province, 
wag apportioned, notwithstanding the in- 
equality in population, by giving 13 to the 
mainland and 12 to the island, and the same 
ratio has been kept up ever since : 

The lust decennial census shewed that 
tho mainland had a total population of 
01, -100, and tho island of ,'IO,7G7, and acting 
upon this basis the government concluded tu 
bring down a bill for redistributing the aeuts 
in tho legislative assembly, but upon analyz- 
ing tho census returns, and deducting tho 



Chinese nnd Indians, who ure notvoterB.it 
uppeured that the white p&yulation on Vun- 
oouver island waa Btill in excess of that of 
tbo mainland of British Columbia." 

The correspondence upon tho subject of 
tho census returns, and which correspon- 
dence took placo during the Session of the 
laat Legislature, ulteudy published, are 
given, und tho report proceeds as follows : 

" 1'hat since tho date of tho last commu- 
nication above ant cut, tho consus Bchedules 
in tho department at Ottawa havo been 
scrutinized, and, ua a result, instead of 
plucing tho white population of Vunoouver 
island at 28,259, und of tho Mainland at 
20,015, as shown by the department of 
Agriculture, tho white population appears 
to bo distributed us between the mainland 
and island us follows, viz : 

" On the mainland, 37,29:!, and on Van- 
couver island 27.997. 

'•It will thus readily bo seen that unless 
the government wore propared at the timo 
of the session of tho legislature to acoopt as 
a basis of its promised re-distribution meas- 
ure a population of whites upon Vancouver 
island in excess of those upon tho mainland, 
it waa not in a position, in viow of the in- 
formation received from the department of 
agriculture, to introduce tho redistribution 
measure at that timo, and that, const quently, 
if tho consus returns woro to be a governing 
feature in framing tho bill, nothing else 
could bo reasonably dono than tq postpone 
tho measure, which waa accordingly done. 

"As to so much of tho potition ua stutes 
that tho province is divided into eighteon 
constituencies, with a total registered vote 
of 15.560, und that of theso voters 12.091 
aro registered in seven constituencies, which 
elect sixteen members, and tho remaining 
2,809 voters aro registered in eleven con- 
stituencies, which elect seventeen members, 
tho Minister remarka that tho number of 
registerod vol era in any particular constitu- 
ency is not by any meuna uu accurate indi- 
cation of tho number of persons who aro 
eligiblo for the franchise iu such onstitu- 
ency, iuusmucb aa no scrutiny has hitherto 
been mado of the claima of persons apply- 
ing to bo registered aa voters, and in aomo 
coiiatituenciea apathy and indilferenco in 
tho registration of voterB has been tho rule, 
whilst in other constituencies a determined 
and persistent effort has been made to placo 
names upon tho register of votors. The 
Miniator moreover remarks that population 
naturally flows to the cities, which in point 
of population largely outnumber the outly- 
ing districts, including those distriots where 
tho principal industries of tho country, such 
uu farming, mining, lumbering, aro carried 
on. That it has always been tho policy of 
this province to accord the outlying dis- 
tricts just representation, and it is note- 
worthy that the real complaint of tho peti- 
tioners seems to bo that tko cities ure not 
accorded all, or nearly all, of tho representa- 
tion. That, ua to ao much of the potition as 
asserts that tho mainland has an 
area of 300,300 square miles, whero- 
as Vancouver island embruoea 10,002 
equuro miles only; that the mainland por- 
tion haB therefore tho greater need of expen- 
diture upon works of uavelopment, und that 
the Baid muinland portion contributes over 
two-thirds of tho total revenue collected 
within the province, the Minister observes 
that tho principlo has always been recogniz- 
ed by auccesaive legislatures, that on account 
of its larger area, the mainland haa greater 
need of expenditure upon worka of develop- 
ment, and that, acting upon such principle, 
evon in years when the revenue of the main- 
land did not < qual that of Vancouver island, 
larger expenditures in works of development 
were made upon tho mainland than upon 
Vancouver island, and ever since Confeder- 
ation, the proportionate expenditure for 
such works upon the mainland, has largely 
exceeded what would have been its share, 
in proportion to population, and to the con- 
tribution of the mainland toward the rev- 
t nue. 

•' Tho increase of population upon the 
mainland has been of modern growth, but, 
as in the past so at present, tho appropria- 
tions for works of development lurgely ex- 
ceed either ita quota of population, or its 
contribution towards tho revenue, as a con- 
sideration of tho Public Accounts for the 
last fiscal year abundantly shows. For in- 
stance, tho grant for roads, strrots and 
bridges upon tho mainland was $159,500, 
and upon Vancouvor island waa $50,000. 
For buildings und schools, tho mainland 
grant waa $81,300, und upon Vancouver 
ialuud $10,900 For aurveys, tho mainland 
estimate was $48,000, and the island $2,000. 
Upon education, the mainland grant was 
$101,920, and upon Vancouver island waa 
$73,220. Upon hospitals and asylums, the 
mainland grunt waa $11,550, and tho island 
$10,300 — showing total grunts under these 
heads, upon the mainland, $432,270, and 
upon Vancouver island, $101,120. 

"Taking tho cenBtis returns of 98,173, as 
tho entire population of the province, the 
total appropriations, under the ubove head- 
ings, for mainlund and island ($596,090), if 
equally apportioned on the per capita baais, 
would give $0 08 per head, which, according 
to tho distribution of population as between 
tho mainland and island (mainland, 01,400 ; 
island, 30,707) would entitlo tho mainland 
to $373,348 and tho island to $223 342, in- 
stead of the existing division of $432,270 
upon the mainland and $104,420 upon the 
island. But if tho expenditurea aro to be 
divided according to the population, other 
than Indians and Chinese (Indians 
especially, and Chinese, contribute but 
little towards provincial rovonuo), tho 
advantage given to tho mainland is made 
still more upparont. Tho lust amended 
consus returns gives 37,293 aa tho main- 
land white population, and 27,997 as the 
island white population. This would givo, 
out of tho total appropriation of $590,090, a 
per capita allowance of $9 14, or $340,858 to 
tho mainland and $255,832 to tho island, 
and assuming with tho petition that tho 
peoplo of tho mainland now contribute two- 
thirds of tho rcvonuo, it is shown that the 
island by no means receives one-third of tho 
nppropriationa granted by tho legislature 
for works of development. 

" As to bo much of the petition as assorts 
that at the laBt general e'ection seven con- 
stituencies registering 12,091 voters (it 
omits mention of tho number of votes 
uctually polled) returned only four members 
as supporters of tho government, while 
eleven small constituencies having 2,869 
voters returned sixteen government sup 
porters, and that ono of tho four govern 
mcnt Bupporters elected by a largo con 
atituency having resigned before the moot

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ing of the Hou8e, his place wbb Gupplied by 
an opponent of tho government, tho Minis- 
ter draws attention to tho fact that, of 
opponents to the government, at tho last 
general election, there were only five 
returned to tho legislature ; tho remain- 
ing members were returned cither as 
supporters of tho government, or elso ua in- 
dependent of either tho government or ita 
opponents : that tho member to fill tho 
vacant sout alluded to wua not elected us un 
opponent, und that tho number of voteH 
actually polled at tho general election for 
candidateB avowedly supporting Iho govern- 
ment, waB equal to the number of votes 
polled for both opponents and independents 
combined. Tho Minister further remarka 
that threo of tho five members returned in 
oppoBitiou to tho government wero from tho 
city of Viotoria, which constituency returns 
four members, tho fourth candidate re- 
turned being a government supporter. The 
highest voto polled in that constituency by 
tho threo members returned in opposition to 
tho government waa that of tho senior mem- 
ber, who received 1 ,220 votes, tho fourth or 
junicr member rocoiving 851 votes ; the 
other membors in opposition to the govern- 
ment were returned, one as tho junior mem- 
ber for Yale, and the other ua tho junior 
member for Nanaimo district, tho ono re- 
ceiving 390 votes, and tho other 157 votea. 
The voto of tho country waa therefore over- 
whelmingly in favor of tho govern- 
ment and those who wero plodged to 
deal with tho government independ- 
ently of its supportora or opponents. 

"As to so much of tho potition us allogca 
that tho government has promised consid- 
eration to a demand for financial aid to a 
now transcontinental railwuy, and that 
such demand is for a guarantee of interest 
at four per cent, per annum upon bonds of 
tho railway to tho amount of §0,000,000, 
tho Miniator observes that no demand for 
any such guarantee has been made upon tho 
province, but that tho province has prom- 
ised, and ia prepared to accord, fair conBid- 
eration to any proposition for financial aid 
which may bo within the capacity of and of 
advantago to tho province. 

"Tho committee, concurring in the report 
of the Honourable tho Attorney-General, 
recommend that copies of this minute (if 
approved) bo forwardod to the Honourable 
the Secretary of State, and the Minister of 
Justice, for tho information of His Excel- 
lency tho Governor-General in Council."
